Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC), 1993

implemented by the New Zealand Department of Statistics with whom ii was 
jointly developed. This publication presents the detailed classification and defines 
each industry class identified in it. It also includes concordances with the ASIC, 
the New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification and the International Standard 
Industrial Classification of Economic Activities.

Detailed presentation of quarterly State accounts for the last nine quarters, at both 
current and, in some cases, at average 1989-90 prices, original and, for some 
series, seasonally adjusted. Estimates are provided by State and Territory for 
income-based gross State product; wages, salaries and supplements; gross 
operating surplus; indirect taxes less subsidies; domestic final demand; privatc 
final consumption expenditure; government final consumption expenditure; private 
gross fixed capital expenditure; and public gross gross fixed capital expenditure. 
Historical data are also provided from September quarter 1984. 
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
